Roads repair schedule in the works

CHARLEVOIX _ 
People will need to learn 
how to drive properly 
again when _ traveling 
down county roads with- 
out the need to dodge pot- 
holes, swerve around 
rough patches and play 
Russian roulette with 
other vehicles on center 
lines. 


Drivers must be dream- 
ing of smooth, fresh as- 
phalt as far as the eye can 
see on roads such as C-48 
and C-56, now that the 
Road Commission millage 
passed on Nov. 4. With 
one mill ready to be as- 
sessed on property taxes 
with the winter tax, the 
road commissioners are 
quickly forming a com- 
mittee to determine what 
roads to fix in what order 


— a dilemma of sorts be- 
cause everyone has a fa- 
vorite. 

At its Nov. 12 meeting, 
the county commission 
board named John Vron- 
dran, Mike Webster, Den- 
nis Howard, Denny Way 
and Ken Alien, along with 
county commission repre- 
sentatives, to a committee 
that will devise a plan for 
allocating the funds to the 
estimated 61 miles of 


roads slated for improve- 
ments. 

The roads include the 
Boyne  City-Charlevoix 
Road (C-56), Elisworth 
Road (C-48), Marion 
Center Road (C-65), Pen- 
insula, Norwood, Ferry, 
Deer Lake and Camp Ten 
roads. 

No date has yet been set 
for commencement of re- 
pairs, Road Commission

ORVs:F inding 


a balance

CHARLEVOIX — Off-road vehicles are a hot topic 


in the northern part of the state as counties and munici- _ 
-palities attempt to find a balance between recreation and 


regulation. 
The ORVs are built to traverse both countryside and 
roads used by evetyday traffic. Public Act 240, which 


became state law last summer, allows local govern- . 


ments to enact an ordinance that permits ORV travel on 
the far right of county roads and streets at speeds not to 
exceed 25 mph. The law also provides for counties, 
townships and other municipalities to close any roads 
and streets to ORVs. 

.The County of Charlevoix has not drafted an ordi- 
nance and the board of commissioners is taking com- 
ments from townships and the general public. 

Officials from the Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources spoke to county commissioners about ORVs 
at the Nov. 12 commission meeting. 

If the county chooses to enact an ordinance to allow 
the ORVs to travel along the shoulders.of county roads, 
the DNR urged the county to open roads only for the 
purpose of enabling the ORVs to connect from one trail 
to another.

There are olfactory sensations that are generally considered to 
be among life’s most pleasurable offerings: Turkey roasting in the

By the time the Beatles appeared on the scene, homogenized and '' 
groomed for mass consumption, they had discarded their ducktail 
hairdos and smoky club-culture roughness. But south of the iden- 
tical nice-boy suits with collarless jackets they retained the diabol- 
ical and vaguely sinister stacked heels that tapered into.improba- 
bly pointed toes... In black, of course. 

Penny loafers’ stock plummeted and boots became dangerous 
and desirable. No longer relegated to the list of necessary evils, 
they sailed into the fashion foreground heralded by a deafening 
chorus of “Love Me Do.” 

Like wine and sharp cheese, the appreciation for boots is some- 
thing of an acquired taste. I recall a very definite resentment for

the cumbersome clodhoppers of my childhood. The rubber over- 
shoes that were laboriously forced over my oxfords and fastened 
with a loop of elastic around a button were particularly odious. 
They were ill fitting and made me walk like a cat with tape stuck 
between its toes. The winter version — black pleather zip-ups with 
a ruff of synthetic fur at the ankle — were only marginally more 
palatable. They were an interference - an affront to the dignity of 
the wearer. And, due to their uniform popularity with parents, they 
were extremely difficult to discern from the dozens of nearly iden- 
tical pairs littering the elementary school coatroom. It was a chal- 
lenge to come home in the same boots that one had clumped to 
school in that morning. 

But as I developed a fledgling affinity for palin: I realized that 
there was hardly an ensemble (with the possible exception of very 
formal wedding attire), that didn’t benefit from the addition’ of'a 
nice pair of boots. They could elevate a parochial pleated’skirt and 
white blouse into an edgy satire of convention. They abolished the 
mundane and anchored my flighty feet firmly to the ground with 
the authority of treads that rivaled Goodyear. They became a pas- 
sion and I fed my craving with a variety of offerings from Frye to 
Doc Martens to Uggs with gluttonous abandon. 

Obviously, I’m a fan. I will even reluctantly confess to spending 
my babysitting money on a pair of white go-go boots in 1966 - a 
frivolous purchase that garnered not only ridicule from my peers, 
but also a painfully posed quarter-page photo in the yearbook, cel- 
ebrating my fashion-victim persona. 

Strangely enough after all this time, things have never really 
changed. Even if Iam beyond the blush of being able to carry off 
thigh-high stilettos, I still yearn to step out in the sublime. 

It’s snowing as I write this. Fat relentless flakes are quickly ob- 
scuring the remnants of autumn. This is only the beginning, but 
I’m prepared. Nestled in crisp tissue paper inside of a large square 
box in my bedroom closet is a new pair of boots. And they are 
spectacular.

EAST JORDAN — The first week of practice for 

Red Devil basketball belonged to the ladies, as the girls 

.season opened last Monday, Nov. 10, giving coach 
Sean Ferguson his first look at what may lie ahead. 

With eight players on varsity this season, including 

three underclassmen, Ferguson described the team as 

“young, inexperienced, small and few,” but expressed 
optimism after witnessing what the few have to offer 
East Jordan basketball. 

“After just one week I am fired up and as happy as I 
can be with the effort they’re putting forth,” Ferguson 
said. “Our goal has always been to be competitive, to 
play hard and give our fans a good show. We’ ve talked 
about being a team the school and community can be 
proud of. And this team is going to do that.” 

The community of East Jordan may still be feeling 
_ the pride from last season, when the Lady Red Devils 
“went 17-5 overall, finished second in the Lake Michi- 
gan Conference and advanced to the second round of 
districts before being bumped by Charlevoix, who they 
defeated earlier in the season. 

Seven seniors have been lost from last year’s team,

Inspired by the Cleaning Nontoxic article, | 
decided to'do some research to see what | 
could come up with for cleaners. | am in love 
with Murphy’s Oil Soap, always have been, 
and fortunately it is biodegradable. My 
aunt’s windows sparkle, she swears by a 
mixture of vinegar and water wiped off with 
newspapers. What about the toxic cleaners 
like oven cleaner, soft scrub, or drain clean- 
ers? With my trusty mouse at my side. | 
explored the internet for the best cleaner 
recipes | could find. Almost every site | 
found agreed on the following ingredients: 


Baking Soda 

Borax 

Soap (not petroleum based) 
Washing Soda (sodium carbonate) 
White vinegar or lemon juice 


. Soft Scrub Alternative 


Mix about 1/2 cup of baking soda with 
enough liquid soap to make. a texture like 
frosting. Use anywhere you would use soft 
scrub. 


Drain Cleaner 


Pour about 1/2 cup of baking soda down the 
drain, then 1/2 cup of vinegar. Cover the 
drain and let sit for about 15 minutes. Pour 
boiling water down to clear residue. Do not 
use this after you have tried a commercial 
drain cleaner, the vinegar can react with the 
drain cleaner to create dangerous fumes. 


Oven Cleaners 


Moisten surface with. water. Generously 
sprinkle baking soda over the grimy spots 
until the surface is white. Sprinkle with more 
water. Let it sit overnight. Wipe or scrape the 
grime out, then clean any remaining spots 
with a little liquid soap and water. 


All Purpose Cleaner 


Combine 1/2 tsp. of washing soda, a dab of 
liquid soap, and 2 cups hot tap water in a 
spray bottle and shake until the soda has 
dissolved.

Mix 1/2 cup vinegar and 1/4 cup baking 


soda (or 2 tsp. borax) into 1/2 gallon of 
water.
